A GHOST 
Invention of Recent Date Will Great* 
ly Lessen the Coat of Producing 
Lithographic Print*. 


Because lithograph atone has risen 
In price some I,Coo per cent, the litho­ 
graphic industry 
o f Prague, where 
lithography began, has been threatened 
with destruction. Two new Inventions, 
by a citizen of Czechoslovakia, how­ 
ever, have now com e to Hie aid of 
lithography. 
One of these covers a 
process which makes possible Hie use 
of a plate of zinc or aluminum as a 
substitute for the lithographic stone. 
The other invention is a combination 
of two processes which prolong the 
life of the stone arid simplify the labor 
of printing. 
The method now followed requires 
a regrinding of the stone for each new 
operation, involving a loss of at least 
one-fourth of a millimeter (about .OI 
inch) in the thickness of the slab each 
time. 
By the new process the grinding 
is made unnecessary, and the stone is 
mode ready in about five minutes, 
whereas the regrinding usually lasts 
two to three hours. 
Tile complete preparation of the slab 
for printing requires only 15 minutes. 
A considerable saving is thus effected 
in material, time, aud labor.
